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A Railroad that Forms a Loup,

A gentleman who has taken the rafl-
ronl ride of 750 miles from San Francisio
to Yuma, Arizonn, describes the cele-
bieatedd * Loup,™ one of the most notable
railroad engineering feats ever acceom-
plished. THesays: About four hundred
miles from San Francisco, as vou awake
in the morning, you find the train wind-
ing through mountain pusses, sweeping
arond mountain tops.and running along
frightful precipices. By taking note as
the train passed certain points, T fre-
quently found myself running nliog a
cliff’ several hundved feet hizh, the hot-
tom of which the treain had boen skicting
a few minutes pefore, and then ngain
within ten minutes the snort of the loco
motive would re-echo from the bottom
of a deep guleh up the sides of the very
clifis from which we had just descended,
After passing through several tunnels
in rapid succession, the ninth is reached.
Here the locomotive almost comes to a
standstill, as if preparing for the effort
and then it dashes through up u steep
grndde and deseribing an almost perfoct
oval it erosses over the tunnel it had four

forming a loup. In making the loup the
romd rises seventy-eight feet in a distance
of less than four thousand feet. After
muking the loup we emerge into the arid
desert. This is a most desolate region,
presenting no relief to the eye from the
waste of sand.

In our
experience, we find that theee applica-
tions usually finishes them.

LeMoN CHEESECAKES.—Grate the rind
of Lwo lemons and squeeze their juice
into o bowl, add a quarter of a pound of
powdered sugar, quarter of o pound ol
fresh butter bobled, Beat up three eges,
mix altogether, and they will be ready
to make into tartlets or open tarts,

ORANGE JELLY . —Grate the peel of live
China oranges and two lemons into a
howl squeeze the juice of them into it.
Boil one pound of sugar in a quart of
water, and when quite hoiling, pour it
over two ounces of isinglass,  Stir until
it is dissolved. Add the juice to it, strain
through conrse musling and let it stand
until halt eold, then pour gently into
molds which have bheen wet with cold

water,  Before turning  out put the
molds into warm water for o few min-

utes; loose the edges with a spoon,

Ml'rnliugy and Astrologers.

The origin of nstrology is involved in
obscurity., It may probably he at-
tributed to the Chaldeans, The Hindoos
and Chinese lhiave always attached the
greatest importance to it, and the Arabs
sedulously cultivated the art, as well as
the astronomers who flourished  in
Exypt before and after the first ventury,
The  alchemists  and astrologers  of
Greece elnimed that Hermes (alins Mer-
cury), the inventor of many notable
things in art, science and mechanics,
wis the especinl patron of their art,
Henee the term * Hermetic writings®
applied to practieal seionce and philoso-
phy. The word astrology mesans liter-
illy the doctrine or science of the stars,
but is especially taken to signify the art
of foretelling future events, and the zood
or evil fortune likely to befall any person
during his lifetime from the aspect of
the heavens and the relative position of
the planets and other heavenly bodies at
the time of his hirtl.

In ancient times astrologers had mony
perils, ns the following instunce will
sliow: “Dost thou know where thou
wilt pass  Chrisomas?"  asked Henry
VIL. (1488) of an astrologer. He counld
not tell, Whercupon the king's grace,
“which did love & merry jest,” made
answer, *Then T am wiser than thou.
for I know that thou will spend Christ-
nis in prison.” Gaileazzo, Duke of
Milan, wis even merrier nt the expense
of an astrologer who foretold him that
he would die envly. ** And how long do
you expect to live? he Ingquired of the
astrologer, ** My lord, my star promises
me i long life." ** Never trust in your
stiar, man; you are to he hanged this
moment.” And the duke took gond
care that his own prediction shiould be
fulilled. Hegeiage, an Arab  general,
Was more eourteous in the ex pression of
liis displeasure. The general was sick
when an astrologer, by way of comfort-
ing him, pssured his excelleney that tlje
illness from which lie was suffering
would terminate fatally., *“Since vou
have said i,” replicd the general, ™ it
mst be so, and I have so great a con-
filenee in your skill that T should be
gladd to have the henefit of your advice
in the pext worlih You will, therefore,
e sn kind as to go there tirst and await
for orders.” The astrologer was im-
medintely docapitated.

Indeed, the wonder is that astrologers
should #o often have been fools. Few
=vem to have the presence of mind of
Trasulus, who oncesaved hisneck with a
commendable vendiness of wit, Tiberius,
when living in exile in Rhodes, whither
he hiad heen banishied by the Emperor
Augnstus, loved to while away the time
by consulting diviners. The interview
usually took place on a lofty eminence
overlooking the gen, and if the diviner,
hy some foolish answer, convicted him-
self of ignorance or trickery, some glaves
were in attendance to piteh him heand
foremost over the cliff’ into the waves
helow, Tt ehanced ona certain day that
Trasulus had been invited to one of
these charming seances,  **Tell me,"
sadd Tiberius, with a serious look, ** how
long do you expect to live? Trasulus,
whin was not a fool, appeared to he ab-
sorhed in mysterious caleulations: then,
suddenly, with an expression of alarm
thut was not altogether feigned, he ox-
claimed that he was menaced at that
vory hour by a great danger.  Satisfied
with the mnswer, Tiberius embraced
him, and from thenceforth Trasulus be-
caume of the number of his friends.

The following is a brief sketeh of {he
outlines of ustrology, its lending prinei-
ples and mode of practice: The heavens
nhove and below were divided hy fmnge-
inary cireles, deawn through its north
and south points, into twelve equal purts,
which were called the twelve houses of
heaven,  They were numbered, in order.
fromthe division in the east immedinte]y
below the horizon which contained the
utrt of the heavens about to rise in view,
I'he lines of division were supposed to
remnin immovable, so that every part of
the heavens passed through each house
stiieeessively onee in twenty-four hours.
The term horoscore was given to the
point of the elliptic about to rise, The
first house was called the nscendant; it
was the strongest, and also known as
the louse of life; the second was tie
house of riches; the third, of hrethren
the fourth, of parents and relatives: the
fifth, of children; the sixth, of health :
the seventh, of marringe; the eighth, of
death; the ninth, of religion; the tenth,
of dignities; the eleventh, of friends: the
twellth, of foes, Toeach division one of
the lieavenly bodies was assigned as jts
lord, who was most powerful in his own
house, The position of a planet in any
louse was its distance from the houn-
dary cirele, or cusp, of the house meas-
ured on the zodiac: and the part of the
zodine which chanced to be in each
house was n point which especially de-
munded the attention ofthe astrologer in
his consideration of the aspects of the
various divisions. The relative position
of the heavenly hodies in the different
houses at uny particular moment Wis
called o theme, and to cast the nativity
ofany one was to form & plan of the
heavens in the manner aboye indicated,
at the moment of birth. The decline
of agtrolu;iy may be dated from the time
of Copernious, who revealed the cardi-
nal fact that the earth is wmerely one
planet, rolling with others around the.

sun.
